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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The current amendment made to claims after the 
final office action has changed the scope of the claim. It also added the new matter to the specification and figure and claim of the present 
application. The terms "at least one key" and "is to be" are such an influential claim elements and verb which alter the claim limitations as a 
whole. For example, "the portable computer is to be locked" and "the portable computer is locked" are not analogous in meaning. So, 
examiner does not except or enter the proposed amendment to the specification, figure and claim as well. 
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
